Considering the conditions existing 
aud the short time given to raise the 
xvarantee fund, Mr. Bidwell said re- 
sponse given to the call of the asso- 
ciation by people of Atlanta was 
nothing short of marvelous. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the extension 
would be granted so that the remain- 
ing amount to be raised can be sent 
in by Thursday at nogp. 

Peel Praises Jeritza. 

Almost simultaneously with the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Bidwell, came a 
telegram sent from New York by 
Colonel W. L. Peel, president of the 
association, stating that he had just 
heard Mme. Marie Jeritza sing in 
“Thais” at the Metropolitan Opera 
house and that her appearance cre- 
ated a sensation. 

‘“Jeritza in ‘Thais’ is the outstand- 
ing sensation at the Metropolitan,” 
(‘y,onel Peel telegraphed. “All tick- 
ets were sold and every foot of stand- 
ing room wag taken. Not a ticket 
was left in the hands of speculators. 
}k ive thousand more tickets could have 
Nothing like this ever 
seen here before. Atlanta can not 
afford to miss this opportunity.” 

Pleads for Time. 

In his telegram to the Metropoli- 
tan Opera company officials, Mr. Bid- 
well declared that more than $80,000 
ef the guarantee fund had been sub- 
seribed and that several thousand dol- 
lars more in subseriptions were in 
the mails. He asked the company to 
extend the time limit for closing the 
final contracts and raising the full 
gnarantee until Thursday. His tele- 
gram follows: 

Eighty thousand in our guar- 
antee through 2 o'clock majl to- 
day. -Cards coming in every min-. 
ute. Certain a good many thou- 
sand dollars in mail. Metropoli- 
tan must give us until Thursday 
noon to receive cards from in 
town and out of town guaran- 
tors.

In the meantime all citizens of At-: 


lanta who have not subscribed are 
acked to send in their guarantee cards 
at- once. -The minimum sum to be 
guaranteed is $200. Only once in 12 
years have guarantors been called} 


‘vpon to pay part of ‘their subscrip- 


tions and on this occasion they were 
asked to pay but one-fourth of the 
amount subscribed. 

“We think the response to the call 
issued by the association was/ mar- 
velous,’ Mr. Bidwell said. “The 
cards were not mailed to all of the 
Magnday and 
many of them left home Tuesday 
morning before they received them. 
In spite of the short time more than 
$80,000 was subscribed with more 
coming in on every mail. We asked 
for. the extension until noon Thurs- 
day so that all of the cards can be 
sent in and the final totals added.”

In a formal announcement, Mr. 
Wallace deciared there was nothing 
in the packers and stockyards act 
which specifically prohibits the pur- 
chase by one packer of the physical 
assets of another. An opinion by 
Attorney-General Daugherty, made 
public with the announcement, said 
the act is essentially a regulatory one 
and that the duties anid powers of 
the secretary of agriculture thereun- 
der are to regulate the industry. 

Daugherty's Opinion. 

The attorney-general 
neither the act itself nor the regula- 
tion provided for therein coniemplates 
or requires that the secretary of agri- 
eulture should advise the industry in 
regard to such a transaction as pro- 
posed by Mr. Armovour in advance of 
its consummation. Mr. Daugherty 
said the act vested Mr. Wallace with 
broad powers of inquiry and he was 
of the opinion Mr. Wallace might 
make such inquiry. 

“The language of the packers and 
stockyard act,” said Mr. Daugherty, 
“makes it clear to me that the act

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CONVENTIONS LEFT 


92,200,000 IN CITY 


Convention Bureau Re- 
port for Year Is Pre- 
pared — Shows Remark- 
able Progress. 


During the past year approximate- 
ly $2,250,000 was brought to the city 
of, Atlanta through activities of the 
Atlanta Convention bureau, accord- 
ing to the annual report of Secre- 
tary Fred Houser which will be pre- 
sented at the annual. meeting of the 
executive committee of the organiza- 
tion Wednesday evening at 6 o’clock. 

The Cohvention bureau brought . to 
the city during the past year 122 
state conventions; 16 national con- 
ventions; 130 sectional conventions, 
and 19 meetings of other kinds. The 
attendance at the 280 gatherings to- 
taled 50,000 visitors, each of which 
is estimated to have stayed three 
days, spending on an average $15 
per day. 

Budget Was $25,000. 


The annual budget of the Conven- 
tion bureau was $25,000, and the 
total cost of bringing the 50,000 vis- 
itors to the city is estimated at $50,- 
000. The difference between the 
amount expended to bring the con- 
ventions here and the amount of the 
Convention bureau budget was made 
up through collection of funds which 
were made available through the lead- 
ership of the organization and were 
expended under direction of the bu- 
reau, it was stated. 

Plans for the coming year will be 
mapped out at the meeting of the 
executive committee Wednesday, it 
was announced. F. J. Paxon, presi- 
dent of the bureau; Ivan E. Allen, 
W. O. Stamps, Dr. W. L. Gilbert, 
H. A. Tisdale, James FE. Hickey, R. 
A. rdon, W. T. Perkerson -and 
Paul S. Etheridge compose the com- 
mittee. 

The tenth annual membership meet- 
ing of the organization will take place 
on January 23, it was stated. At the 
time the body was organized ten years 
ago, the average number of conven- 
tions being held in the city was 40 or 
50, and this year it hus gone far 
over four times that number, accord- 
ing to the figures used in the report. 

F.. J. Paxon, president; J. Oscar 
Mills, vice president; W. T. Perker- 
son, treasurer; Ivan E. Allen. chair- 
man finance committee, and Fred 
Houser, secretary, are the men who 
have handled the work of the body 
during the past year, and Mr. Paxon 
has been president for seven years, 
sneceeding Ivan FE. Allen, first pres- 
ident, who served for three years. 

In a review of the activities and 
results secured during the ten years 
of its existence, Mr. Houser’s report 
mentiens that 2,180 eonventions have 
been held here with the aid of the 
burean, and over 2.000.000 visitors 
to the city as delegates to these con- 
ventions have heen registered. These 
figures do not include the attendance 
of the Southeastern fair or visitors 
coming here to attend grand opera, as 
these visitors were registered by dif- 
ferent organizations, 

The report also mentions that ap- 
proximately 100,000 inches of news- 
paper space has been contributed by 
the local press, according to clippings 
now in the office of the bureau, and 
of this total, The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion donated about 50,000 inches. 
Mention is also made of articles 
which have been published in some- 
thing like 50 house organs, trade pub- 
lications, ete., and an item ealls at- 
tention to the fact that 500,000 book- 
lets advertising Atlanta have been dis- 
tributed. . Thonsands of souvenirs 
have also been given away by the 
organization.

PAN-AMERICAN PEACE. 


The conference on Central Amer- 
ican affairs, now being held in 
Washington, having primarily in 
view the maintenance of peace be- 
tween the various little republics, 
is likely to have far-reaching con- 
sequences. All nations interested in 
pan-Americanism, and that means 
all the nations of the world, are “‘sit- 
ting in” or watching the delibera- 
tions with keen and generally sym- 
pathetic interest. 

The conference is not sensational, 


nor is it expected to develop any 
remarkable situation that will cause 
any international controversies. It 
is merely an advanced step by small 
countries toward a solidarity that 
means the initial step toward com- 
plete pan-American governmental 
co-operation and _ co-ordination. 
Which in turn means a better gov- 
ernmental understanding between 
twenty-one nations—all small, but 
nations nevertheless ——and about 
200,000,000 people. 

It will be recalled here that the 
fifth pan-American congress, which 
is a conference of all American 
states, will be held in Santiago, 
Chile, in March, 1923, which in 
turn will immediately precede the 
great centennial anniversary of the 
birth of the Monroe doctrine, which 
will be held in-December, 1923. 


The present conference, there- 
re, of five Central American coun- 
tries may be regarded more in the 
nature of a ‘“‘try-out’’? than anything 
else, but of peculiar significance as 
a forerunner of the larger and great- 
er occasions scheduled for next 
year. 

Of course, the main proposition 
in the agenda is the negotiation of

HEALT TALKS

THE FOODS WE FATTEN ON. 

October 25, I gave a list of foods 
which are good fillers and to a rea- 
sonable extent satisfying to the ap- 
petite yet do not fatten particularly. 
I promised to give on another occa- 
sion a list of foods which are chiefly 
to blame for the alarming increase 
of obesity in America and Canada. 

Diabetes, a disease probably due to 
overeating, is oh the increase; gar- 
diovascular degeneration (heart- -artery 
wearing out) seems to be on the in- 
crease, of at any rate the mortality 
tables show a rising line for such- 
expressions of CVD as apoplexy, ne-. 
phritis (Bright's disease), arterioscler- 
osis and so called organic heart dis- 
ease. It is my belief that the aver- 
age displacement is greater and the 
avepage density lower today than it 
was fifty or more years agu. I as- 
cribe this to the lude of the carbohy- 
drates. 

A carbohydrate is almost‘ anything 
good to eat but meat, anything wheat 
or sweet. 

Sugar is the queen of the carbo- 
hydrates. Shgar is as easy to eat 
as some créttures are to look at, and 
the curse of sugar is that one can 
eat it in enormgus | quantities even 
when one hasn’t one’s appetite along. 
A generous allowance of sugar is fine 
far active children, not to nibble on 
all day, but with or in the food at 
regular meals. Sugar properly used 
is an ideal food, particularly usefu: 
as-a source of quickly available 
muscular energy, for the voluntary 
muscles of the busy youngster as wel! 
as the muscle of the heart. Mountain 
climbers often rely on sugar in one 
form or another to replenish their 
energies on hard climbs. But long 
distance indoor sitters have no uve | 
for sugar to speak of in their poor 
metabolism. If they take it freely, 
in sweets of any kind, they can scarce- 
ly avoid growing fat—or flabby. 

Too-much carbohydrate in the in- 
take makes the tissues boggy, flabby. 
water logged, because an excess of 
Sugar in the system (and all starches 
and sugars become sugar in the blood) 
causes the retention of an excess of 
water. This condition perhaps ac- 
counts for the indolence, peevishnesg, 
lack of pep or vigor and tendency to- 
ward quickly tiring on moderate ex- 
ertion, which children and adults show 
when consuming too much carbohy- 
drate. 

Items Chiefly to Blame. 

The fat and the potentially fat get 
in their deadly work on the follow- 
ing carbohydrate temptations: 

Sugar—One extra teaspoonful daily 
being equivalent .to half a slice of 
toast or a tablespoonful of cream. 

Bread—One extra slice daily being

Thecurious method of filling port- 
land cement sacks—filling them 
upside down after they have been 
tied—isastriking exampleof prog- 
ress made in industrial processes. 


Until twenty years ago, cement 


sacks were 


filled practically as all 


other sacks always had been. You 


had a huge 


bin of this finer-than- 


flour material. A workman at the 
door of the bin hung a sack up, 
with its mouth open, on a wooden 


frame and 


filled it with an ordi- 


nary shovel. Then he set it on a 
scale, and with a hand scoop ad- 
_ justed the weight of the contents 
to the exact 94 pounds required, 
after which he tied the sack by 
hand and tossed it on a truck to 


be hauled into a freight car. 


That was the way aslittleas twenty 
years ago, and noone had thought 
much of doing it differently. 


But now what happens? 


The cement is taken from the 
bin by an automatic conveyor—a 
moving belt or bucket chain—and 
elevated anddumped intothe hop- 
per of a filling machine. This is a 
small bin with an elaborate mech- 
anism including a fan inside; and 
at the bottom of it is a 1-inch spout 
through which the cement flows 


like water. 


The filler sits at the 


spout. Sacks have been brought to 
him already tied at the top but 
with an opening guarded by a 
valve at the bottom. The filler slips 
the opening over the spout and 
turns on the cement. When the 
sack is filled to exactly 94 pounds 
it tips a scale, automatically turns 
off the cement, and with a little 


push from 


einer Atlantan Dies 


the filler falls on an- 


other moving belt that carries it 
out and drops i it at the freight car 


door. 


By the old method, a team of four 
men could fill arid load 1,600 sacks 
a day. By the new method, a sim- 
ilar team can fill and load 8,000. 


The filling 


machine is costly, and 


royalties must be paid on the valve 
sack process, but the new arrange- 
ment has meant a considerable 
labor saving. It has meant espe- 
cially that the manufacturers have 
been able to get their product out 
more promptly to users during the 
rush period of summer and fall. 
“sari period laborof thekind 
required for sacking and loading 


is generally hard to get. 


Even with the improvements, a 

medium sized plant—one produc- 

ing a million barrels of cement a 

year and employing not more than 

300 people altogether—must nor- 

mally employ 60 people in its sack- 
- ing and loading department.

That’s a big order. It covers a lifetime of hard work and self- 
sacrifice and much patient waiting. We teachers and parents can only 
lay the foundations ot right habits. The child has to practice them 
for a lifetime before he makes them a part of himself. | 

There is one law of habit that we are likely to overlook or, in our 
imperious impatierite, try to brush aside. If the practice of a habit 
gives us joy, we will achieve that habit easily and cling to it long. If 
it gives us annoyance, we acquire it slowly and drop it as soon as we Can. 

Children cannot see any fun ir all the washing and brushing and 
buttoning and lacing. They do not appreciate the reason for good 
manners nor feel the imperative need for spiritual uprightness. The 
practice of all such habits is more or less of an annoyance to them. 
It hinders their play and checks their desires and leaves them _ dis- 
pleased if not bewildered. 

Yet they must have this practice in rightness; they must be given 
practice in right doing before they can appreciate the reason for it. 
They mast be trained to overcome the annoyance it causes them. 

But how? ice 

By tying up the practice of the good habit with something that 
brings joy, or, lacking that, with something that gives more and fur- 
ther weaching unpleasantness than observance of the hated habit itself.

Date tor ’23 Pennant Race 


Officials Are Very Much |;

New York, December 12.—The se- 
lection of April 17 as the opening 
date for the 1923 pennant race of the 
National league was the principal 
feature of the annual meeting of the 
senior baseball organizations today.

Annual Report. 


Washington, December 12.—Grad- 
ing and stapling of cotton under gov- 
ernment supervision is recummended 
by William M.. Steuart, director of 
the bureau of the census, in his an- 
nual report made public today. 

“There is considerable demand for sta- 


tistical information as to the quanti- 
ties of the several grades of cotton 
held in stock in the United States,” 
Says.Mr. Steuart. “Obviously, under 
present conditions, it is impossible to 
Secure reliable information of this 
character, since much of the cotton is 
not accurately graded until it reaches 
the more important cotton markets or 
concentration points. Since practi- 
cally all the cotton produced in the 
United States enters into either in- 
terstate or foreign commerce, it is 
Within the power of congress to en- 
act legislation requiring such cotton 
to be graded and stapled under govern- 
mental regulations at central grading 
stations. The government could pro- 
vide the necessary personnel and facil- 
ities, but the cost of grading, which 
probably would not amount to more 
than 30 or 40 cents a bale, should be 
paid by the owner of the cotton. 

“With uniform grading thus pro- 
vided for throughout the cotton-grow- 
ing region, it would be possible to 
obtain from the grading stations the 
numbers of bales of the several class- 
es graded, and from consumers and 
exporters the numbers of bales of the 
several grades consumed and  ex- 
ported.”

MARKET CATTLE | 
LESS IN GEORGIA 


Agricultural Statistician 
Reports 19 Per Cent De- 
crease in: Stock Raised 
for Slaughter. 


A decrease of about 19 per cent in 
the number of cattle being fed for 
slaughter in Georgia this year as 
compared with last is shown by the 
report of the local agricultural statis- 
tician of the United States bureau of 
Y agricultural economics. This decrease 
is most marked in the eastern and 
northeastern sections, but is general 
throughout the entire state. The 
central area, that has suffered most 


from the ravages of the boll weevil 
shows a smaller decline than any oth- 
er section, but even there are not over 
90 per cent as many cattle are be- 
ing fed this year as last. 

Shortage of feed throughout most 
of the state, together with the high 
price of feed and financial conditions 
are the principal reasons given for 
the decrease indicated above.  Fi- 
nancial conditions have made it 
necessary that many farmers sell 
their stock in thin flesh in order to 
secure cash for their immediate needs, 
and have also prevented many farm- 
ers, that ordinarily do considerable 
feeding, from buying cattle. This iw 
substantiated by the large percentage 
of thin cattle received at the stock- 
vards early in the season, to be sold 
for slaughter. 

Many farmers throughout the state 
have curtailed their feeding opera- 
tions because the margin between 
the price paid at their local country 
murkets for feeders and that paid for 


the finished cattle was so small that 
it did not justify feeding. Much of 
this dissatisfaction is, no doubt due 
to the inefficiency of the present 
system of marketing live stock in the 
southeast. Studies now being made 
by the United States bureau of agri- 
cultural economies on the cost of 
marketing live stock and the possibili- 
ty of establishing centralized markets 
in the southeast should prove help- 
ful in removing this cause for dis- 
satisfaction. a 
Indications are that the majority 
of the cattle now being fed will he 
marketed during the months of TDe- 


March, April. May and June. About 
two-thirds of the cattle now being 
fed are light, weighing less than 750 
pounds.

Dublin, December 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-The two houses of 
the Irish parliament met today in joint 
Session, at which Governor-General 
Healy outlined the legislative pro- 
gram prepured by the cabinet of the 
trish I‘ree State. The governor- 
general also read a message he had re- 
ceived from King George. 

The legislative progrum covered the 
subject of the electoral. franchise,. re- 
form of the judicial sytem, regular- 
izing the civil police and the national 
army, compensation for damages, and 
the questions of land‘purchase, patent 
laws and copyright. Special interest 
attached to the. promise of a bill in 
pursuance of the pledge given by Mi- 
chael Collins granting amnesty to the 
members of the British forces engaged 
in military operations prior to: the 
truce, 

The king's message, after formally 
announcing the enactment of the con- 
stitution of the Free State, says: 

“It is my earnest hope that by faitb- 
ful observance by all sides of the pact 
so concluded, peace and _ prosperity 
in Ireland may be secured. In the 
spirit of that settlement I have chosen 
vou to be the first representative of 
the crown in the Irish Free State 

“With all my heart I pray that the 
blessing of God may rest upon you 
and the ministers of the Irish Free 
State in the difficult task committed 
to your charge.” 

Governor-General Healy’s reply to 
the message was as follows: 

“TI have the honor to ac kowledge 
the gracious message by which your 
majesty has inaugurated the ‘self-- 
governing dominion of the Irish Free 
State.

Even Law Statement on 

War Debts Problem Now 
Declared Not So Far- 
Reaching as Thought. 


London, December 12.—(By the As- 
sociated Press,)—The collapse’ of the 
allied pxemiers’ negotiations bere, it 
is becoming evident, wus even more 
complete than at first supposed, since 
the one outstanding development which 
had been seized on by the optimists, 
namely, the scrapping of the Balfour 
note by Great Britain, is now said 
to have been. acclaimed prematurely. 

Prime Minister Bonar Law admit- 
ted as much in the house of commons 
this afternoon, and from other sources 
it is learned that the haste’on the 
part of the continental press to con- 
sider Lord Balfour’s futterance as a 
thing of the past is unwarranted, 

It is stated that “Bonar Law, in 
talking with the other allied premiers, 
only indicated that Lord Balfour's 
principle (refusal to consider any re- 
mission of the war debts) could be su-} 
perseded as Great Britain's contribu- 
tion to a general European settlement 
of the war depts and reparations ques- 
tions, but with a definite gain for 
Britain in view and not because she 
wished ta be generous. 

The British policy is said to be 
centered on re-establishment of trade 
and commerce, stabilization of ex- 
changes and. bringing to an end the 
ulmost continuous allied. conferences 
and disputes over reparations and war 
debts. 

The pessimists believe that such 
stabilization of Europe's economic life 
would not be realized through Brit- 
ain’s cancellation of the debts due. her 
if at the same time the French were 
permitted to carry out ceercive meas- 
ures to obtain their indemnity fram 
Germany. 

According to thé@ official view the 
British are willing to make great sac- 
rifices, but the other allies must also 
sacrifice some of their interests, 

Unless Great Britain sees an ulti- 
mate gain through the policy of can- 
cellation, it is stated. the government 
could not carry out such a program 
for the British taxpayers would rebel 
at having to shoulder the debts with- 
out benefit.“ 


U. S. NOT APPROACHED 
ON DEBTS PROBLEM. 

Washington, December 12 
the Associated Press.)—The United 
States has not been approae hed, di- 
rectly or indireetly, in regard either 
to cancellation of the French war 
debt or American participation with 
allied premiers in the discussion of 
German reparations, according to an 
officially authorized statement today 
at the state department. 

Mutside of this statement, no com- 
ment was forthcoming in official 
quarters on press advices from Lon- 
don telling of the British intention 
to sound out the Washington govern- 
ment with relation to French debt 
cancellation as a vossible means for 
solving the conflict of views among 
the premiers which caused post- 
ponement of the council meet.ng over 
the vear-end, — 

Earlier in the day 
was authorized at the 
that the reparations 
viewed by the Washington govern- 
inent as one of “the most acute” of En- 
rope difficulties. Jt was added that 
the Washington administration had 
not lacked an intimate picture of the 
situation abroad nor been’ uncon- 
cerned or inactive with relation to 
problems pressing for solution in the 
It was 
not indicated, however, that the 
activities referred to bore directly or 
indirectly upon the immediate situa- 
tion in London. 

Pending some further lignt as to 
the exact nature of proposals said 
to be coming to Washington from 
London in regard to cancellation of 
the French deb¢ to Great-Britain and 
the United States, the most official 
expression of American views in that 
regard indicates that the Washington 
government looks upon the allied debt 
matter as now in the hands of con- 
gress and outside the field of diplo- 
matic agreement. Creation of the 
debt refunding commission is known 
to be viewed hy high administration 
officials as having had that effect.

Production Onl y 
Hope for South 


Experts in-Cotton Culture 
Discuss Weevil War at 
Augusta Conference. 


Augusta, Ga., December 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Normal production of cotton 
is the south’s only financial, economic, 
social and humane hope, is the unani- 
mous opinion of experts in cotton 
culture, who delivered addresses at 
the Augusta cotton conference, held 
in the Imperial theater, ‘Tuesday 
morning. 

Several hundred farmers, merchants 
and bankers of Georgia ape South 
Carolina, comprising the gusta ter- 
ritory, attended the meeting. 

Wallace B. Pearce delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome, and Ferdinand 
Phinizy, president of the Augusta 
Cotton Exchange and chairman of 
the Augusta cotton conference com- 
mittee, presided. The cotton situn- 
tion was discussed from every angle 
by nationally recognized experts. 

Discuss Methods. 


Several methods of poisoning were 
| discussed. ‘That the boll weevil can 
be controlled to the extent of produc- 
ing a normal yield vu. cotton, was most 
positively stated, which statements 
were based on experiments. 

Addresses were made by Frank H. 
Barrett, well-kncwn cotton man of 
Augusta; J. C. Maness, of the Geor- 
gia state board of entomology; Ira 
Williams, farmer; Dr. A. F. Conradi, 
Clemson college; Professor Frank C. 
Ward, cotton specialist, State College 


of Agriculture, Athens, Ga.; Dr. A 
(. Whitford, Ph. D.,. soil chemist; 
Dr. E. A. Grantham, director of the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical company ; 
Dr. R. J. H. DeLoach, director of 
Armour’s. bureau of agricultural re- 
search; L. D. Hill, of Gough, Ga., 
farmer. 

Dr. J. C. Maness, of the Georgia 
state board of entomology, stated that 
the state board does not agree and 
never has agreed with the federui 
government about waiting for a per- 
centage of weevil infestation manifest- 
ing itself before beginning to pwison. 

He urged, as did Mr. Barrett, thatg 
the poison should be applied as seon 
as the cotton has been chopped out, 
or before there is any sign of in- 
festation thereby killing the winter 
supply of weevils. . 

Draws Lusty Cheers. 

It was when the government’s meth- 
od was attacked by Mr. Barrett that 
the audience cheered lustily for its 
first time. The state of Georgia was 


the first state in the cotten belt to 
advocate poisoning at once, it was 
said. Farmers who have carried out 
this method have been successful in 
raizing a heavy crop. 

Ferdinand Phinizy, president of 
the cotton exchange and chairman 
of the conference, is by correspond- 
ence and otherwise, to take the neces- 
sary steps toe form the business or- 


ganization which it has been decided 
to bring about as the result of today’s 
gathering.
